In order to outwit the countor- 
tf;iters the greatest care neoetsary. 
In the first place the peculiar paper 
employed, which is made of silk fiber 
and has treads of colored silk embed- 
ded in its surfaces, can only be made 
under strictest supervisions of the 
agents of the Treasury Department. 
If a private individual should be found 
in possession of even a small piece ot 
uopiin.el paper he would be liable to 
twenty years imprlsonmeiit at bard 
labor in addition to the payment of a 
fine of iri.OOO. The sheets are coun- 
ted scores of times from the time that 
they leave the paper mill at tipring- 
field, Maas., until they are ready for 
circulation, and each person through 
wLoee bauds they pass gives a receipt 
fur the quantity received, and is held 
stiictly responsible for the safety ol 
hb charge. 

In the matter of eugraving, every 
possible precavtion is taken to prevent 
fraud, auil the resources of the art are 
resorted to to produce designs which 
can not be copied. Occasionally 
workmen have been detected in the 
practice of making duplicate plates, 
one for the giverumenl and the other 
fur private use, but such practice has 
been always most emphatically frown- 
ed upon when discovered. The work 
upon each bill is subdivided among oo 
many employees at preoent that it u 
not thought possible fur any work- 
man to obtiun an entire plate. When 
the designs for the fronts and backs 
ot the bills ara deoicied upon, the woik 
for the different sections if divided 
among the various engravers; for in 
stance, one man will be given the por- 
trait, another the border line, another 
the lelteriog, and still another Ihv 
scroll work.

PLANTS AND TREES. 

Over forty million trees have been 
planted in Switzerliind in seven years, 
in the effort to "reforest” the country.
